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Reasons for Allowance 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. 6,652,221. The improvements are a turbine rotor of hollow 
construction comprising means for enabling equalization of internal and external pressures 
arising on the blade during cyclic movement of the blade through a vertical distance when 
located in a moving column of water. The improvements further comprise a method for 
countering the effects of variation in static pressure acting on a hollow rotor blade immersed in 
flowing water with the method step of equalizing the pressure inside and outside the rotor blade. 
In another embodiment, the method comprising the step of allowing the external surface of the 
rotor blade to expand and contract under influence of external static pressure variation.
